GREEK SHIP PACKED WITH TOURISTS 


35 DEAD, MORE 
MISSING, AS 


FERRY 


BRINDISI, Italy. — The Greek 
ferry Heleanna with more than 
1,100 persons aboard burned from 
stem to stern y in the 
Adriatic Sea, turning a holiday 
cruise into a nightmare of death 
and destruction. ᾿ 

Italian naval authorities said δὲ 
least 35 persons died in the imferoo 
which broke out in the kitchen of 
the 170-metre-long ferry about 40 
kms. north of this port on the heel 
of the Italian boot. The fire was 
reportedly caused by the explosion 
of a id gas container. 

The chief steward told authorities 
there were 1,128 persons aboard the 
ferry billed by her owners as the 
world's largest. However, the ship 
owner said there. were only . 980 
aboard. 


‘By nightfall, authorities said they 
had accounted for 910 survivors, 60 
of them injured and in area hospi- 
tals, and had recovered 35 bodies. 
Based on the chief steward’s figu- 
res, that left 183 persons missing. 
On the owner's figures, it left 35 
missing. Authorities said an exact 
count was difficult because survi- 
vors had been taken to many smali 
villages along the coast, 

Scores of persons were injured in 
the fire and in the ensuing panic 
which saw many persons jump 
overboard in pajamas and fran- 
tically swim toward rescue vessels 
on the horizon. 

Authorities sald the death toll 
was less than it might have been 
because the sea was calm and the

fire occurred in a heavily used 
shipping lane. Many freighters and 
fishing boats were nesr at hand 
to respond to Captain Dimitrios 
Anthipas’ SOS distress call. 

The volunteer rescuers worked all 
day along with Italian Navy heli- 
copters and rescue boats from as 
far away as Venice to fish sur- 
vivors and bodies from the sea. 

Some survivors said they were in 
the water three hours before being 
picked up by the merchant ships, 
navy gunboats and small fishing 
vessels that converged on the scene. 

An undetermined number of dead 
were still floating in the Adriatic 
six hours after the disaster.

Defender, plucked about 400° :nrvi- 
vors from the heaving sea and made 
for Brindisi. A Soviet ship, Svo- 
boda, took on 60 persons, A Grum- 
man plane from a U.S. Air Force 
base dropped rafts after its pilot 
spotted many persons swimming 
away from the burning ship. 

The ferry, loaded with tourists, - 
was heading from the Greek ports 
of Piraeus and Corfu to the Italian 
city of Ancona when the biaze 
erupted. The Greek captain sent an 
SOS at 6.20 local time. Italian 
authorities said the captain survi- 
ved the disaster and was picked 
up by 8 ship. 

Survivors reported scenes of ter- 
ror as they abandoned ship, many 
of them by diving into the dark

Information received in Jerusalem 
indicates that King Hussein has de- 
elded to call for a Security Council 
meeting, but nothing concrete is 
known, Informed sources here said 
last night. It was speculated that 
Hussein now considered that enough 
time had passed sitce the fighting 


. in Jordan to permit such a move. 


The possibility of a Council] meet- 
ing has been the subject of con- 
tacts in Washington between Israel 
Ambassador Yitzhak Rabin and 
State Department officials. While 
Israel maintains that a Council 
meeting would be damaging and 
futile, it seems that the State De- 
partment has refrained from mak- 
ing strenuous efforts to prevent one. 
Instead. it has apparently expressed 
hopes that the expected Council ses- 
sion would be brief and restrained. 

The Cairo press report that it 
was intended to broaden the Council 
dellberations to serve a8 a basis for 
the Arab offensive against Israel 
seemed to have Jerusalem guessing. 
Tt was theorised that the report 
could be part of a war of nerves 
against Israel and the U.S.; that it 
reflected Cairo's displeasure at the 
prospect of Hussein t the 
centre of the stage; or that Egypt 
had in fact decided to turn to the 
Security Council instead of, or in 
addition to, later moves in the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


COUNCIL'S AUTHORITY 


Unlike the Assembly, the Security 
Council has the authority to make 
binding recommendations. However, 
it ls probably taken for granted in 
Jerusalem that any move in the 
Council, such as a call for sanctions, 
or a formulated ixiterpretation of the 
1987 ‘Security Council resolution, 
would be thwarted by the U.S. and 
other members. 

Jerusalem officlala do not mention 
It, but the recent note on the Gaza 
Strip sent to Israel by UN. Sec- 
retary-General ΤΙ Thant could be 
brought up by Egypt at the expect- 
ed Council meeting. Since dispatch- 
ing the note, U Thant declared that 
he was not publishing the contents, 
but added cryptically that the mat- 
ter would be reported on “in due 
course.” :

The U.N. Security Council is 
expected to meet this week to dis- 
euss a Jordanian complaint 
against Israel's “actions in Jeru-

Egypt's chief UN. delegate, Br. 
Mohammed Hassan Zayyat, will 
leave Cairo tomorrow for New 
York to press Egypt’s view that 
the debate be widened, and not 
Geal with Jerusalem only. 

“Al-Ahram” said that Zayyat 
would request that Egypt be allow- 
ed to take part in the council 
debate. 

ἘΠ President Anwar Sadat 
was reported last night to have 
taken an active part in shaping 
Egypt's strategy for the forthcom- 
ing U.N. debate. Cairo Radio said 
that Sadat would this week conduct 
ἃ series of top-level] meetings aim- 
ed at evaluating the situation ‘in 
the Middle Hast. 

The Egyptian President will this 
week recelve a Middle East policy 
report from his Forelgn Minister, 
Mahmoud Riad. 

Sadat is due to convey Riad's re- 
port to Egypt's highest policy- 
meking body. the Arab Soctatist 
Union's Central Committee, to whom 
he has pledged that the coming 
four months will be decisive in 
setting the Middle East confilct “by 
war or peace.” 

Sadat will meet the Central Com- 
mittee and the Cabinet separately 
today although the meetings, ac- 
cording to reports, will be devoted 
to the endorsing of the tripartite 
Federal draft constitution, which 
willbe put to plebiscite in Egypt, 
Syrla and Libya on Wednesday. 


Meanwhile, Jordan's Foreign Min- 
ister, Abdullah Saiah, arrived in 
Cairo yesterday, for talks with his 
Egyptian counterpart, Mahmoud 
Riad, on the Security Council ses- 
sion. While Cairo and Amman ap- 
pear to follow dlfferent lines of 
policy in their spproach to the 
Middle East issue, Salah’s visit was 
said to be aimed at coordinating 
the stands of the two countries, 
whose relations nave been at odds 
since ‘President Sadat came to 
power. 


Cairo is Mr. Salah’s second stop 
in a tour of three Arab states — 
the others are Lebanon and Saudi 
Arabia. The Jordanian Foreign Min- 
ister came to Egypt after a three- 
day visit to Lebanon, where he 
held talks with President Sulelman 
Franjieh, Premier Sa'eb Salam and 
Foreign Minister Khaill Abu Hamad. 
In Beirut Mr. Salah said he was 
concerned over the lack of inter- 
Arab harmony, acting to reporters 
that he did not know “how the 
Arabs were going to face the Coun- 
cil session." 


Mr, ‘Salah’s tour was sharply 
eriticizged last night by the Cairo- 
based Fatah radio, which took an 
issue with Jordan for roncentrat- 
ing its political activity on the 
issue of Jerusalem. While accusing 
Jordan of “partitioning’ the con- 
flict with Israel, the radio said that 
“the issue is not that of Jerusalem 
only but the complete liberation of 
81} Palestine,” 

Amman Radio safid lest night 
that Tunisian Foreign Minister

Beirut to buy Soviet arms 


BEIRUT (Reuter), — Lebanon will 
definitely buy arms from the Soviet 
Union under a £26.6m. five-year de- 
fence plan approved by Parliament 
on Thursday, the Communist news- 
Paper “al-Nidas” reported here yes- 
terday. 

It quoted Dr. Elias Saba, Le- 
banon's Acting Defence Minister, as 
telling reporters on Friday: “T affirm 
that we will bey arms from the 


Soviet Union. I visited Moscow and 
was offered very attractive prices..." 

Another newspaper, pro-Egypt 
"Al-Anwar," quoted the Minister 
as saying that his negotiations in 
Moscow were “extremely success- 
ful,” 

Dr. Saba visited the Soviet Union 
last month on an arms-shopping 
tour which also took him to Britain, 
Spain and France. 


Plane crashes into sea 


COPENHAGEN (AP), — A Hun- 
garian Nationai Airlines jetliier 
crashed last night in the sea off 
Copenhagen's Kastrup International 
Airport with 33 people, but first 
reports said the craft was in shal- 
low waters and survivors were being 
picked up. 

The Ilyushin-18 airliner en route 
from Oslo, Norway, to Budapest 
was coming in to land in darkness, 


heavy rain and strong winds, when 
it suddenly vanished from radar 
sereens, airport officials said. 

Search helicopters spotted the 
plane near the small island of 
Saltholm between Sweden and Den- 
mark in an area of shallow waters 
only about three metres deep, air- 
port officials said. 

First reports said a pilot's boat 
and a hydrofoil ferry picked up 
15 survivors,

The committee of four African 
Presidents set up last week by 
the Organization of African’ Uni- 
ty to contact Israel and Egypt is 
to visit Israel, it was confirmed 
in Jerusalem last night. 

It had not been clear whet had 
been meant hy “contact.” but Is- 
rael envoys in Dakar and other 
capitals of the four African ¢coun- 
tries received word over the week- 
end that the four Presidents will 
visit Jerusalem and Cairo. A 

The members of the committee 
are Presidents Leopold Jen- 
ghor, of Senegal. the chairman; Jo- 
seph Mobutu, of Congo-Kinshasa; 
Ahmadou Ahidjo, of Cameroun, and 
General Yakubu Gowon, of Nigeria. 
It was set up by the Middle East 
Commission of the Organization for 
African Unity to contact Israel and 
Egypt and gain information “before 
finalizing proposals on the Middle 
East situation.” According to the 
‘announced decision, the full 10-mem- 
ber Commisston would later meet 
in Dakar. 

~ DATE NOT DISCLOSED 

The date of the visit of the four 
Presidents to Usrael was not dis- 
closed last night, but it was not 
expected to be before the opening 
of the forthcoming annual U.N. 
General Assembiy, on September 
21. The fixing of 2 date for a visit 
simultaneously by four Presidents 
will apparently take some prepara~ 
tion. 

Israel officials have declared that 
the panel will be welcome to visit 
the country. Cairo has expressed 
a similar view. While on the face 
of it the composition of the panel 
seems somewhat balanced, Israel 
diplomats anticipate a tough strug- 
gle for African support because of 
the special weight Arab countries 
enjoy In African continental orga- 
nizations. The committee of four 
was set up in the wake of an anti- 
Israel resciution adopted by the 
OAU in Addis Ababa. 

Nevertheless, Foreign Minister 
Eban is said to take the view that

Danish rescuer of Jewish 
children here for visit 


Jerusalem Post Reporter ‘ 
BATRA. A oretired §=Danish 
teacher who rescued Jewish child- 
ren during the Nazi occupation, 
arrived here in the ms. Dan on 
Friday, to stay for a year “to see 
the country properly and learn 
Hebrew.” She is Gerda Valentinar, 
68, and during her stay will also 
visit several of the children she had 
helped escape to Sweden. 

She told The Post that “I only 
did what many Danes did, nothing 
special, We thought tt perfectly 
natural to help people in mortal 
trouble.” After the war she took 
leave of absence from her job, and 
for two years volunteered to do 
social work in the Jewish refugee 
camps in Germany and Austria.
